Georgo Woodward Wickersham, 
Attorney-Genern] of the United 
States In the Taft Government. and 
President of Mr. Hoover’s Prohibition 
Law. Enquiry, was born nt Pitts- 
burgh : in ‘September, 1868, - and 
educated at Lehigh and Pennsylvania 
Univeraitics, at the second of which 
he took the LL.B. degree in 1880. 
Joining the Pennsylyanin Bar in the 
Ranie year, he practised in.that State 
until 1883 when he_transferred his 
practice to the New. York Bar. 


--After being member of tho-firnt 
of Strong. and walader from 
1887 to 1909, he was mode Attorney- 


-| General -in Taft's Cabinet. One of 


tho tasks’ in which he had to take a 
share wan the preparation of the 
new tariff which President Taft in- 
troduced. \ 


In 10913, when Taft's term as 
President ended he-and his former 
hend resumed Inw practice together 
as members of the firm of Cadwalader. 
Wickersham and Taft. - - 


In the next few years Mr. Wickers- 
ham was employed on many-investiga- 
tiona connected with the administra- 
tion of the State and City of New 
York. He was also a -member of 
President Wilson's second Industrial 
Conferénee in 1919 and of the Com- 
mittee on Progressive Codification of 
International Law appointed by ‘the 
League of Nations in 1924, 


Prohibition Controversy 


In 1929 Mr. Hoover made him 
President of the National Commission 
on Law-Observance and Law-Enforee- 
ment—in short the enquiry into, the 
working of Prohibition. His report, 
which was issucd in January, 1931, 
was a somewhat confused document. 
All the cleven commisisoners agreed 
that Prohibition should bo maintained. 
There the ugreement ended.. He and 
one or two othera favoured stricter 
enforcement of the existing law. 
Others held that it could not be 
enforced in its extating form, while 
there were some who considered that 
judgment should be suspended until 

in operation 
longer. : 


\The late Mr. Wickersham frequent- 
ly wrote articles for the mngazines. 
In 1914 ho collected some of them. 
together with addresses .he had de- 
livered, in a volume entitled “Chang- 


ing Order.” " He also wrote “Spring

To all the fighting nations: in 
the Great War it soon became 
evident that, no matter which 
side might gain the victory, all 
would suffer a terrible after- 
math in the form of disabled 
men, widows thrown on their 
‘own resources, * and children 
rendered orphans in consequence 
of the war. In 1917 the British 
Government began to prepare 
for the tragic conditions await- 
ing many of the war's victims, 
and the Ministry of Pensions 
was inaugurated. The practi- 
‘cal assistance rendered by’ the 
Ministry has beer a great boon’ 
to millions of people. In the’ 
case of many, war pensions 
have been the sole means of 
existence; in- others, the grants 
have served. to. improve the 


__._|-condilions and.to_brighten_the_ 


lives: of those who directly or 
indirectly suffered ‘from the 
wounds of war, The extent of. 
\the work of the Ministry. of 
Pensions. may be estimated 
from the fact’ that forty per 
cent. of the men who served in 
the war have received compen- 
sation’ from the nation, either 
directly or through. their 
|dependents. The total expendi- 
ture. on pensions 
beginning of the War to the end 
of next March, the close of the 
financial year 1936-36, will have 
amounted to £1,192,000,000. In 
1920-21, which ~was the peak 
year, the total number of the 
beneficiaries—men, women and 
children—was 3,500,000. During

CANCER RFSFARCH 


* One of tho most difficult problems 
confronting British medical author- 
ities to-day is that of cancer, which 
is responsible for a relatively high 
percentage of deaths every year. 
Students of medical reacarch are 
devoting a considerable amount of 
time and labour to the cause of 
the discase, ‘Though the problem 
remains unsolved ‘much has been 
accomplished, and the twelfth an- 
nual report of the British Cancer 
Campaign, which was recently pre- 
sented in the House of Lords, is 
an encouraging record.

more particularly in the eases of 
animals afflicted with cancer-—it is 
satisfactory to'note that interest in 
this~branch- of- medical-—study—is 
rapidly increasing, and many more 
students are directing their ener- 
gies into the field of cancer re- 
search. .-During the. year the Can- 
cer Campaign has made grants for 
research amounting to £32,000. 
These grants have aided in determi- 
ining several new factors concern- 
ing the Identification of the agents 
which have the power to cause 
cancer, and the ways and means 
of its growth.

This Jesus is 
the strength of God. 

To-lny we thank God for a King 
whose power to lead ‘his people lay 
dargely in his love for the country: 
side, for birds‘ and flowers and the 
open reaghes of the Norfollc ficids. 

But the strength of Ged is not 
only in Galilee, It is in Gethsemane 
and Calvary. { am reminded again 
at this time as I was nt the King’s 
Jubilee of the moment during the 
war whon I stood face to face with 
Hlig Inte Majesty. I shall never for- 
get the suffering wornness . of his 
face and the deep jipes of pain that 
told how intimately he was sharing 
in the horror of the trenches and the 
anxiety of sonless home. - 

Sympathy for the Poor 

King George's reign has been. o 
timo of much suffcring and anxicty. 
The prosperity of the preceding cen- 
tury wns beginning to slow up even 
before the war, The problem of the 
livelihood of the poor was a deep and 
burning question which in the first 
four years of hia reign was partly 
met by National Ingurance. It is 
not necessary to apenk of the agony 
of the war.” Since the war Hfe has 
been no easier for anyone sensitive 
to the needs of others. —But here 
again the strength of the late King 
Iny where God, would’ have it lie; in 
Gethsemane and Calvary, in sharing 
in the suffering and the anxicty of 
workless hands and comfortless 
homes. . There can be no home in 
England: to-day, however bitter their 

njustice of our social 
order may be, which docs not mourn 
the pnasing of a King whose grent- 
ness Iny in hiscunderstanding of their 
feelings and their sufferings and his 
eager desire to make England: o 
nation whose prestige lay deep rooted 
in justice to the poor and care for 
those in need. No man {s strong and 
no man is great ‘who shuts his heart 
to suffering. ies : 

But Gethsemane and.Calvary are 
not the end. There is always Enster 
Day and the Emmaus Road. We can 
lenvo our beboved King in the hands 
of God confident that one who shared 
so _deoply in the sufferings of 
people will ahare” also” jn“ the” peace 
of the risen life. — 

I had planned to speak this morn- 
ing of Jesus in ‘the modern svorld 
und of His challenge to us that we 
should dare in this age of machines 
and. great movements to assert the 
supremacy of personality: to dare, 
as Jesus dared, to human, 
to be simple, to be personal 
in all our doings, The authorities of 
Palestine assembled against 
He ‘said 
Son of Man sitting at the right hand 
of God.” In the long histary of Em- 
pires, conquorors. and of kings, King 
George stands out because he- dared 
to bo the simple man God made him. 
The majesty of kingship. is nothing 
-to the simple majosty_of, the honest 
man, who dares to be himself. 

We know that our now King shares 
also this great gift of humanity and 
diroctness of approach to real pro- 
blems. We can show our loyalty to 
him and our grateful memory to ‘his 
beloved father in no better way than 
by determini that awe ‘too, each 
in his own-ephere, will dare to be 
ourselves. :

So, too, he has lived for poace even 
though his country was for a time 
forced into war. No one could nc- 
cure British people to-day of being 
warlike. In-recent months. we have 
made supreme -cfforts to preserve 
peace In the world and that chis al- 
aways been typicat of our policy. We 
Fare n peace-loving people. nd in 
this. our Inte Kin ns represented 
our ideals. In his Ohristmas Day 
broadcast addresses what a depth of 
fecling ‘nnd, emotion he put into that 
ward “Peace.” We spoke of jt ns 
though to -him-it was the “pearl of 
great price.” And not only did he 
strive for it in the world-at large 
‘but amongst his own people. Indian 
and-Ireland know as much as anyone 
how much he wanted peace in those 
fands and in our own industria! and 
political disputes his was always the 
grent peace-loving heart that yearn- 
ed to bring love out of ‘hate, pence 
and happiness out of discord and 
confusion.

“OQ God, tench me to observe the 
rules of the game; tench me neither 
to cry for the moon nor for spilt 
milk; help me to distinguish between 
sentiment und sentimentality, cleav- 
ing tothe one and desplsing the other. 
Help me neither to proffer nor to te- 
ceive cheap praise. “If Tam called 
on to suffer [et me be like the “well- 
bred beast who goes away and suffers 
in silence. Teach-me to win when I 
may and if I may not win, then above 
all, I pray, make’me a good loser.” 

And his religion included Church 
attendance—o duty which has been 
shamefuily neglected by many of his 
subjects both at home and abroad.

CANCER RFSFARCH 


One of the most dificult problems 
confronting British medical iuthor- 
ities to-day is that of cancer, which 
is responsible for a relatively high 
percentage of deaths every year. 
Students of medical research are 
devoting a considerable ‘amount of 
time and Inbour to the cause of 
the disease. Though the problem 
remains unsolved’) much: hns been 
accomplished, and the twelfth an- 
nual report of the British Cancer 
Campaign, which avas recently pre- 
sented in th» House of Lords, is 
an encours ing record. Apart 
from the many achlevementa— 
more puarticularly.in the cases of 
animals afflicted with cancer—it is 
satisfactory to note that interest in 
this branch of medical. study ‘Is 
rapidly increasing, and many more 
students are directing their ener- 
-pies~into~the—field ~of—cancer~re- 
search. During the year the Can- 
cer Campaign has: made grants for 
rescarch smounting to £32,000. 
‘These grants have nided in determl- 
ining. several new factors concern- 
ing the identificntion of the agents 
which -have the power to cause 
cancer, and the ways and means 
of its. growth. A scrum has been 
produced which kills cancer’ cella 
outside the body, .under, laboratory 
conditions. Having reached this 
stage, the next step is to adapt the 
rerum so that it will work success- 
fully within living bodies. .Good 
results have been obtained through 
special methods of using X-rays, 
though the methods have not yet 
effected complete extermination. A 
echeme has been evolved to form a 
Clitntcat’ Cancer Research . Com- 
mittee, which ‘will work In close 
nsgociution with the teaching hos- 
pitals. Such a plan should prove 
yextremely fruitful, for it will en- 
able all observations and records 
to be mobilized for the beneft of 
research workers, :
